Claim 20. The method of claim 19, wherein the distributing layer comprises a non-woven 
material, wherein the non-woven material is glass or plastic fibers. 

Claim 25. The method of claim 19, wherein the distributing layer comprises one or more 
materials selected from the group consisting of mineral fibers and hydrophilic organic fibers. 
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Claim 26. The method of claim 19, wherein the distributing layer and the sheet-shaped 
perforated support comprise one or more materials selected from the group consisting of mineral 
fibers and hydrophilic organic fibers. 



Claim 27. The method of claim 18, wherein the sheet-shaped perforated support 
comprises one or more materials selected from the group consisting of mineral fibers and 
hydrophilic organic fibers.
